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Child sex 
pictures 
man faces 
prison term 

A REGISTERED sex off¬ 
ender has been warned he 
faces jail after admitting 
making and possessing inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

Stephen Meredith, 60, 
appeared at Welshpool Mag¬ 
istrates Court where he 
admitted four charges relat¬ 
ing to indecent images of 
children. 

Mrs Helen Tench, prose¬ 
cuting, said that as a regis¬ 
tered sex offender, police 
officers were making a rou¬ 
tine check at Meredith’s 
home at the Old Creamery, 
Four Crosses, near Welsh¬ 
pool, on May 2. 

When they entered the 
home, Meredith told them 
he had “something on my 
computer that’s not good”. 

Mrs Tench said: “Officers 
sent the computer off for 
examination and under 
interview the defendant said 
he was “weak-willed” and 
had nothing else in his life.” 

She said that he had also 
made a number of obscene 
searches on internet search 
engines. Indecent images of 
children are rated between 
levels one and five, with five 
being the most serious. 

Miss Ceri Edwards, for 
Meredith, said he had admit¬ 
ted the charges at the earli¬ 
est opportunity. The case 
was adjourned to Mold 
Crown Court for sentencing 
on November 14. Magis¬ 
trates warned Meredith he 
is facing jail and he was 
given conditional bail. 

Ex-addict is 
spared jail 

A FORMER drug addict who 
stole more than £4,000 from 
the 82-year-old schizo¬ 
phrenic for whom she was 
caring, was spared prison 
after a judge heard she had 
recently given birth to a des¬ 
perately sick child. 

Laura Hughes, 23, stole 
cheques from two residents 
at Heatherdene care home in 
Oswestry, where she worked. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court 
heard that Hughes had pre¬ 
viously admitted to nine 
charges of theft and fraud. 
She asked for a further four 
charges to be taken in to con¬ 
sideration.

MAN ACCUSED OF 
SWORD MURDER

WITNESSES have told a crown court jury how 
an argument escalated, leading to an 
Oswestry teenager standing trial for murder 
this week. 

Richard (Ricky) Reece, 19, from Lord Street, Oswestry, 
denied murdering 21 year old father-of-one Danny Jones, 
from Chirk when he appeared at Birmingham Crown Court. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) three witnesses said they saw the 
fight escalate from an argument into a fist fight, which saw 
Mr Jones chasing Reece around the Oak Street car park 
near his home. 

Ian Thomas Gill, who went to college 
with Reece, said he was at the the defen¬ 
dant’s house in Lord Street when the fight 
started. He said when he got to the house 
“the atmosphere was tense” and he could 
tell both Reece and Mr Jones had been 
drinking. 

Once the fight started both he and 
Reece’s then-girlfriend Zoe Pallatina, 19, 
followed them outside to try to break them 
up. But as the fight continued Reece ran 
back to his house and returned to the car 
park carrying a 30cm-long ornamental 
sword. 

Mr Gill said: “I saw Ricky coming out of 
Lord Street and heading back to the car 
park. Danny was running towards Lord 
Street. Danny started to put his head down. 

“I don’t know if he was going to tackle 
Ricky or what. But he went into Ricky and 
then fell onto his back. I saw Danny stumble 
and fall towards Ricky. 

Warned 

“Then Danny was lying on his back on 
the floor.” 

Miss Pallatina said that when she saw 
Reece had a knife she warned Mr Jones not 
to go over to him. But, she said, he didn’t 
listen to her. 

“He was really angry, saying that he was 
going to slit Ricky’s throat,” she said. 

“I said Ricky was just trying to scare him. 
I’d never seen Ricky like that before. He just 
looked scared and lost. I was screaming at 
him to take the knife away. ” 

Ryan Christopher Windsor had been at 
The Centre youth club when a friend told 
him there was a fight going on outside. 

He said: “Danny was punching Ricky 
with jabs to the face. Ricky took a few 
punches then he swung the weapon at him. 

“There wasn’t any major reaction from 
Danny. He carried on punching Ricky and 
then he hit the floor.” 

The trial at Birmingham began on Mon¬ 
day and is expected to last two weeks.

Parishes to 
see first of 
£1m funds 


SOME of the £1 million lottery funding 
awarded to three villages near Oswestry 
could be pressed into use in the next six 
months. 

The lottery’s Big Local Trust promised 
the money to the Three Parishes - Gob- 
owen, Weston Rhyn and St Martins - more 
than three years ago to be used over 10 
years. 

Since then there has been several rounds 
of consultation on how the funds should be 
spend over the next 10 years but none of the 
£1 million has yet been released. 

At a meeting of the Local Joint Committee 
for the area held in St Martins on Tuesday 
night, members of the Three Parishes, Big 
Local group, shared their vision for the area 
in 10 years time. 

Chairman, Mr Nick Heard, said the proj¬ 
ect was not a sprint but a marathon. He 
added: “It’s not about short term thinking. 
We’ve got 10 years or more to plan and 
deliver the best options for our area. None 
of the £1 million will be available until the 
community plan has been approved by the 
Local Trust.” 

Co-ordinator , David Boyce, said that the 
Big Lottery had, however, released £18,000 
for small, “quick fix” projects. 

“We would like to hear from anyone who 
has ideas for projects that could benefit,” he 
said.

Man, 19, denies murdering 
friend with knife in clash

A 19-YEAR-OLD stabbed and killed a trainee accountant with 
a 30cm-long sword in an Oswestry car park, a murder trial 
heard. 

Richard Reece has denied murdering Danny Jones during a fight on 
April 24. 

But on the first day of his trial, which is being held at Birmingham Crown Court, 
the jury heard that Mr Jones was fatally injured after getting involved in a fist fight 


Girlfriend tells 
how argument 
became a fight 

THE former girlfriend of the teenager 
accused of murdering Danny Jones has told 
his trial about the fight which led up to the 
death. 

Zoe Pallatina, 19, told the jury how she 
had seen a conversation between her then- 
boyfriend Richard Reece, also 19, and 
Danny Jones, 21, escalate from a disagree¬ 
ment into a fist fight. 

Giving evidence at Birmingham Crown 
Court on Tuesday, she said on April 24 she 
returned home to Lord Street, Oswestry, 
where she lived with Reece at the time, to 
find him and Mr Jones drinking beer 
together. She said after they had drunk a 
crate of beer and bottles of spirits, an argu¬ 
ment started. 

“I heard Danny talking about his son and 
getting quite defensive about him. He 
thought Ricky said something about him 
and was getting quite aggressive,” she said. 

Miss Pallatina said the pair took their 
argument outside where she saw Mr Jones 
push Reece. 

She said she went outside and Reece was 
on the floor. She said Reece then got up and 
ran to the nearby Oak Street car park, 
where he was followed by Mr Jones, and the 
fight continued. “I tried to separate them 
but I couldn’t,” she said. 

“I think Ricky had managed to get loose 
and he ran off towards Lord Street. I stayed 
with Danny to talk to him. 

“When I turned around Ricky was there 
at the top of Lord Street staring at us. He 
had a long blade in his hand.” 

The trial continues. 


with Reece outside Reece’s home at the 
time in Lord Street, Oswestry. 

Mr Robert Price, prosecuting, said: 
“Our case is that Richard Reece deliber¬ 
ately and forcefully stabbed Danny Jones 
with the knife - a large lethal weapon with 
a 30cm blade. 

“The defendant and Danny Jones knew 
each other quite well. 

“But during the evening of April 24, 
which was a Wednesday, they became 
involved in an argument. The argument 
spilled out onto the street and into the 
Oak Street car park at the end of Lord 
Street.” 

Mr Price said during the fight both men 
were punching, kicking and grappling 
with each other. 

Surgery 

“They were exchanging blows, but that 
changed quite dramatically in an 
extremely dangerous fashion when 
Richard Reece made the decision to arm 
himself with an item variously described 
by witnesses as a short ornamental sword 
or a long knife,” he said. 

“He returned to the car park with it. 
The two men came close to each other and 
at that stage our case is that this defen¬ 
dant quite deliberately stabbed him in the 
stomach. 

“The fatal stab wound penetrated his 
stomach to a depth of 20cm. It damaged 
two major veins inside his body. 

“That wound caused massive blood loss 
from which he ultimately died later that 
same night,” Mr Price added. 

Mr Jones, who was 21, died in hospital 
later that night while undergoing emer¬ 
gency surgery. 

Reece was arrested by police after turn¬ 
ing himself in during the early hours of 
the following morning. 

The teenager, wearing a white striped 
shirt, spoke only to confirm his name dur¬ 
ing the hearing.

Hospital backs 
campaign on 
bone factures 

A HOSPITAL which carried out more than 
7,000 bone density scans last year is back¬ 
ing this week’s launch of a national cam¬ 
paign to prevent bone fractures. 

The Stop at One campaign is urging peo¬ 
ple to have a bone check after a fracture, 
especially those over the age of 50. 

Figures released by the National Osteo¬ 
porosis Society to mark National Osteo¬ 
porosis week have revealed that a fracture 
relating to osteoporosis occurs once every 
two minutes across the UK. 

Dr Mark Garton, consultant physician 
who specialises in osteoporosis at The 
Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust (RJAH), in 
Oswestry, said: “The new ‘Stop at One’ 
campaign has our full support.” 


A campaign was launched at the 
beginning of this year to put pressure 
on Shropshire Council to provide a 
pedestrian crossing. 

More than 750 people have signed 
petitions backing the idea.

“We were told we would get a cross¬ 
ing in September, well September has 
come and gone.” 

Max Hodge, who collects his grand¬ 
children, six-year-old Jack and three- 
year-old Luke, said that until recently 
there were lollipop attendants on both 
the St Martins road and the road to the 
A5 bypass. 

“The school is wedged in between 
two fast roads,” he said. 

A speed van has been sited at the side 
of the road on regular occasions near 
the village primary school as part of the 
crackdown. 

The road safety group has vowed to 
continue to work to bring speeds down.

MORE than 100 people have 
signed a petition against 
plans to build homes in 
Morda. 

Campaigners against the 
proposed development off 
Old Mapsis Way have 
claimed it would result in 
the loss of greenfield space. 

It comes after applicant 
Elizabeth Burton altered 
and resubmitted plans to 
build 10 homes on the site 
after Shropshire Council’s 
planning committee refused 
permission for the develop¬ 
ment last month. 

A planning statement in 
support of the bid criticised 
the content of the council’s 
report on the first applica¬ 
tion, claiming it had “grossly 
over-stated” the level of 
community opposition. 

But nearly a dozen resi¬ 
dents have now objected to 
the revised bid for 10 homes 
and one of the objectors 
Patricia Broad has started a 
petition against the plan.

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WHAT is it about the 
British public’s obsession 
with weather forecasting? 

Why is it so important for us 
to know exactly how much rain 
will rattle against the window 
or how strong the gusting winds 
will be tomorrow? 

I can understand the farming 
community’s concerns with ani¬ 
mals under threat from rising 
rivers or homeowners whose 
properties face flooding, but for 
the life of me I cannot fathom 
the constant weather warnings 
we face on a daily basis. 

Presenters on TV are making 
healthy livings and becoming 
celebrities, simply from reading 
out forecasts, and what really 
winds me up is the daily need to 
send them out to stand in the 
rain, wind and snow just so that 
we are left in no doubt about 
the conditions. 

One national newspaper in 
particular revels in warning us 
that the worst conditions on 
record are heading our way. 

This week the Daily Express 
warned the entire country is set 
for a horror freeze which will 
bring brutal winds and fierce 
blizzards. Articles warn of 
“record breaking snowfall” in 
November. And we are told to 
expect the worst conditions for 
over 100 years. 

This follows their warnings 
last month that so much rain 
was heading our way that we 
should consider following 
Noah’s example by reaching for 
hammers, nails and a good sup¬ 
ply of wood to build an ark. 

Well yes it’s been raining but 
I haven’t needed to search out 
the Wellington boots and the 
woollies are still tucked away. 

And yes this week’s rain 
caused a little bit of flooding, 
but it was hardly catastrophic. 

We always seem to be talking 
ourselves into a crisis. Yes, let’s 
be ready for winter but let’s 
remember it’s nothing we 
haven’t seen before. 

Winter will come and winter 
will go and nature will some¬ 
times produce the unexpected, 
but I for one will continue to 
turn the weather forecast off. 

And what’s more I won’t be 
buying the Daily Express -1 can 
get depressed without the help 
of that particular tabloid. 

I’m more concerned about 
the cost of keeping warm this 
winter. 

What really wound me up 
this week was seeing at first 
hand the horrendous state of 
our national health system. 

With a family member taken 
to hospital as an emergency it 
was alarming to wait eight 
hours for a bed and 36 hours for 
urgent surgery as the theatre 
list grew beyond control. Sev¬ 
eral promises of imminent 
action came and went with 
nursing staff facing the wrath of 
queueing patients as surgical 
teams struggled to cope. 

Politicians take note - invest¬

Physio Mike nominated 
for top national award 


A hospital physiotherapist 
is in line for a top award. 
JON PRITCHARD reports. 

A PHYSIO who has helped save 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital 
around £250,000 has been 
nominated for a prestigious 
national award. 

Mike Delahay, who has worked at 
Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital for seven years, has 
been nominated for a Chartered Society 
of Physiotherapy 2013 Award. 

Mr Delahay is up against some stiff 
competition in the final of the “raising 
the profile of the profession” category of 
the awards. 

The other finalists are the two physio¬ 
therapists from Bolton Wanderers and 
Tottenham Hotspur football clubs who 
helped resuscitate Fabrice Muamba when 
he collapsed after suffering a heart attack 
during a match last year. 

Mr Delahay has offered physiotherapy 
services to staff at the RJAH for the last 
three years, helping reduce staff sick 
days. 

The 39-year-old, from Oswestry, said: 
“A lot of the ward staff come in with back 
problems, while people who work in 
admin or at desks often have shoulder or 
neck problems. The staff self-referral 
scheme has treated 250 patients every 
year since it was set up in 2010. 

“The scheme has saved the trust an 
estimated £250,000 in reduced staff sick¬ 
ness absence due to disorders of bones, 
joints and muscles. 

“The main thrust of the scheme is that 
for those off sick, the earlier a member of 
staff sees a physiotherapist the quicker 
they return to work and the fewer days 
off sick they have. 

“Also the majority of staff seen are now 
able to avoid going off sick and continue 
work due to intervention from the phys¬ 
iotherapy team.”

Mr Delahay added: “It’s great just to 
be nominated, to be honest, but if I do 
win it will be great for the hospital.” 

Ruth Tyrrell, associate director of 
human resources at RJAH, said: “‘Since 
the introduction of our fast track phys¬ 
iotherapy service in 2010, annual sick¬ 
ness levels have reduced, from over four 
per cent a year, to 3.5 per cent currently. 

“Physiotherapy is one of the biggest 


contributory factors and this has 
allowed us ensure better availability of 
staff to treat patients and to contain 
costs.” 

This year the special award ceremony, 
to recognise and reward excellence in 
the physiotherapy profession, will be 
held at the Hotel Russell, London, on 
November 22.

ARE THERE DOWNSIDES TO SETTING UP A LASTING POWER OF ATTORNEY ONLINE? 

Q: My wife and I have been considering setting up Lasting Powers of Attorney. Our mobility is decreasing and it would be useful for our children 
to deal with our banking, post and bills on our behalf. I understand that it is possible to set up a Lasting Power of Attorney online. Is this the case, 
and would you recommend doing so? 

A: There are two types Lasting Power of Attorney (LPA) available; one appointing an attorney to deal with your property and financial affairs, and 
another appointing an attorney to make decisions regarding your health and welfare. The document is “lasting”, meaning that your attorneys can 
continue to act on your behalf should you become incapable of managing your affairs or making your own decisions through illness or injury. 

The Office of the Public Guardian (OPG) recently introduced a facility for creating an LPA online via their website, which guides you through 
completing the required paperwork. However, once the document is completed, it must still be printed and signed by the relevant parties in a strict 
order and timescale. 

Before the LPA may be used, it must be registered with the OPG and any errors in the form or in the timing of signatures could mean that it is 
invalid. The fee for registering LPAs is £110 from 1st October 2013 but discounts are available if you receive a low income or certain benefits. 

It is vital that you consult a legal professional before creating an LPA online to ensure that you understand the implications of giving away such a 
great responsibility. Once registered, an LPA can be used by your attorneys to transfer money in and out of your bank accounts, sell your property 
and in the case of a Health and Welfare LPA, take critical decisions regarding your medical treatment.

Alarmed to hear of ShropDoc threat 


I WAS alarmed when I read the article 
informing us that from November 11, 
the ambulance service was to take over 
the running of the NHS 111 non-emer¬ 
gency service. But the real shock came 
when I read that this may lead to the 
demise of ShropDoc. 

I have had to use the ShropDoc serv¬ 
ice twice and I have found it to be 
excellent. On both occasions within 20 
minutes of making my initial call I was 
talking on the telephone to a doctor, 
and on both occasions within 30 min¬ 
utes of the conversation I was actually 
with that doctor. 


On the first occasion I underwent a 
minor operation which was carried out 
by ShropDoc without having to refer 
me to the accident and emergency 
department. 

On the second occasion ShropDoc 
gave me a letter which admitted me to 
surgical assessment, again without 
having to go through A&E. 

Although I have the greatest respect 
and admiration for trained ambulance 
staff, they are not qualified doctors and 
I am quite sure that in both the cases 
which I have quoted they would have 
been left with no option but to refer me 


to a doctor, and almost certainly to an 
overworked understaffed A&E. 

I think ShropDoc is providing a five 
star service which will not be improved 
by the proposed change. 

I think it will be costly and at the 
end of the day patients are not being 
seen by a qualified doctor. 

I think this proposed scheme is ill 
thought out and will make more work 
for an already overworked A&E 
department. 

Leave well alone.

There are fewer badgers than thought in Somerset, 
therefore they will be much less the vector or causal agent 
for this disease in local cattle. Has the Government adjusted 
its figures and statistics relating to the possibility of badgers 
being carriers according to the lower badger population? 

It is likely that the Government and its advisors have also 
drastically overestimated the badger population in England. 

The cull is based on miscalculation and should be aban¬ 
doned as incorrect science. 

I fear that bTB will remain widespread in cattle, because 
of cattle movement and modern farming, feed stuffs and 
land treatment methods, whilst the badger may be driven 
to extinction in some areas.

For those of us 
who are inquisitive and would like 
to find out more about the improve¬ 
ments too, we held an exhibition 
and opened the doors of Welshpool 
sewage treatment works for an 
optional tour. 

“We’re improving the treatment 
works by installing new equipment 
to help treat the waste water and 
protect the local waterways. 

“This will further protect the 
local environment and improve 
service for our customers.”

HUNDREDS of mourners packed 
into St Mary’s Church in Welsh¬ 
pool on Monday for the funeral of 
businessman and national foot¬ 
ball administrator Tegwyn Evans. 

More than 500 people sat and stood in the 
church for one of the town’s biggest ever 
services attended by councillors and Welsh 
Football Association dignitaries, including 
Wales team manager Chris Coleman. 

Famous faces from the world of Welsh 
football stood alongside people from the 
town as tributes were paid to the former 
president of the Welsh FA, who died on 
October 8 after a short illness. 

Mr Evans, 85, who was awarded the MBE 
for services to the community, was the for¬ 
mer owner and founder of Welshpool Print¬ 
ing Group. 

The ex Mayor of Welshpool sat on dozens 
of committees connected with football and 
was the chairman of the Central Wales FA 
and president of Welshpool Town FC. 

Dai Alun Davies, vice president of the 
Welsh FA, praised his former colleague and 
friend but said he was presenting “an inad¬ 
equate eulogy to a very remarkable person.” 

“Tegwyn Evans was a man of his word, 
who would never say no to anyone, despite 
the size of the request,” said Mr Jones. 

“He always started at the bottom, 
whether in business, football or his commu¬ 
nity life but always reached the top. We have 
all lost a very special person.” 

Mr Evans was respected as a football 
administrator across Europe and in 2000 
UEFA made him one of their “magnificent 
seven” for his years of work with Welshpool 
Town. 

He read out an amazing list of the organ¬ 
isations helped by Mr Evans, which included 
being made a Bard at the Powys Interna¬ 
tional Eisteddfod.

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Library is 
marking 
five-year 
milestone 

STAFF at Oswestry Library 
say they have seen visitor 
numbers increase and 
dozens of new activities and 
services set up since moving 
to a custom-built facility five 
years ago. 

The library is celebrating 
its fifth anniversary this 
month and is celebrating by 
asking visitors to enter a 
competition to tell them 
what they love about 
libraries. 

Teresa Eccleston, library 
area manager, north, said: 
“There is a long list of all the 
things we do now that we 
weren’t able to do in the old 
library, largely because of 
space restrictions and poor 
access. 

“Visitor figures have 
increased year on year by 10 
per cent and computer use 
has increased substantially 
as we now have 14 PCs 
rather than six. 

“Book issues are also 
holding steady.” 

Mrs Eccleston said visitor 
figures for 2009 - the first 
full year in the new library - 
were 190,000, which was a 
20 per cent increase over the 
old library. 

Figures for the first six 
months of 2013 are already 
102,000. 

As part of its celebrations 
the library is holding a com¬ 
petition to complete an 
acrostic poem celebrating 
libraries. 


Police chiefs pledge to get 
more bobbies out on beat 


MORE bobbies will be on the beat in Mid 
Wales under plans to drive down crime in the 
area further, police chiefs said today. 

Christopher Salmon, police and crime commissioner for 
Dyfed-Powys Police, and Chief Constable Simon Prince, 
said they were pleased the force has the lowest crime in all 
of England and Wales. But they said the force is working 
on ways to further reduce it.

Mr Salmon said his main 
priority was to cut red tape 
and free officers from their 
desks and on to the beat. 

It comes after it was 
revealed that 70 new police 
community support officers 
will be appointed in Mid 
Wales after funding was pro¬ 
vided by the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly. 

New figures this week 
showed Dyfed-Powys Police 
had dealt with 18,532 
offences in the 12 months up 
to the end of June, a nine 
per cent fall on the previous 
year. Figures in England 
revealed crime in Shropshire 
and Telford & Wrekin have 
also tumbled despite budget 
cuts. 

Across the West Mercia 
Police area, which covers 
Shropshire, Herefordshire 
and Worcestershire, there 
were 59,209 crimes recorded 
during that time, against 
67,283 in 2012, according to 
the latest Crime Survey for 
England and Wales. 

Mr Prince said: “Prevent¬ 
ing and tackling crime is the 
number one priority in the 


l 


police and crime plan that I 
launched earlier this year 
with Mr Salmon. People 
want to feel safe and know 
that we are working to keep 
them safe, so these figures 
are really encouraging. 

“Budget pressures con¬ 
tinue but we are doing 
everything we can including 
working with our partners 
to provide a high quality 
service that puts the public 
first in everything we do and 
focuses on tackling crime 
and anti-social behaviour. 

“We know that you want 
to see our officers visible and 
accessible in your communi¬ 
ties and we are doing all we 
can to ensure just that. 
Reducing crime is obviously 
important but we want peo¬ 
ple across our force area to 
feel satisfied with the polic¬ 
ing services they receive. 

Mr Salmon said: “My job 
is getting officers from their 
desks at the station and out 
into the communities on the 
beat.”

Cuts warning after sports 
centre closes at weekends 


THE closure of Llanfyllin’s sports centre on a Saturday will be just the 
first of many painful cuts for the area, town councillors have been 
warned. 

Llanfyllin Town Council has vowed to fight the closure plans and has held 
meetings with Powys County Council officers over the decision, which is due 
come into effect in March. 

Although the councillors said they would carry on with the battle to retain the current 
level of service at the centre, they were told at a meeting that things would get worse in 

I u p n the future because of funding cuts. 

oy «ranam Breeze The town’s county councillor Peter Lewis 

- said huge pressure would be placed on every 

part of the county council budget next year 
because of a £20 million funding gap after 
the Welsh Government announced its fund¬ 
ing settlement for 2014-15. 

The county council will face a cut in fund¬ 
ing of nearly £9 million in the next financial 
year along with increased service pressures 
of £11 million, leaving the county facing a 
funding shortfall of £20 million. 

Councillor Lewis said he wanted further 
investigation into the costs of keeping the 
town’s sports centre open, asking why its IT 
costs were about £6,000 a year even though 
it only had one computer. 

And he warned that further cuts could hit 
sports centres and libraries in the next 12 
months because of the funding settlement. 

He said: “The Saturday closure is still 
going ahead and I think it is going to get 
worse next year. Libraries and leisure cen¬ 
tres will be hit with the budget cuts.” 

Councillor Lewis said the county council 
was carrying out research asking the public 
where they think the cuts should be made 
by calling them at home and asking their 
opinion. 

He said: “I am quite pleased because they 
are calling people to see where they would 
like the cuts and what they would like pro¬ 
tecting. I think it is a good idea to see what 
the public want.” 


Ghostly goings 
on for castle 

THE ancient castle of Whittington was 
taken over by ghostly spirits as the annual 
ghost tours got under way last Friday.

THE number of anti-social 
behaviour complaints 
involving council house res¬ 
idents in Shropshire has 
fallen in the past 12 
months - although two ten¬ 
ants still had to be evicted 
for their behaviour, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

And 10 tenants were 
thrown out after falling 
behind in their rent, Shrop¬ 
shire Towns and Rural 
Housing said. 

Bosses at the housing 
group said in the last finan¬ 
cial year Shropshire Council 
Landlord Services dealt with 
105 complaints of anti-social 
behaviour, which is a fall 
from 159 in 2011/12. 

Eighty-four of the com¬ 
plaints were resolved, two 
tenants were evicted and 
there are 21 cases which are 
still under investigation, the 
housing organisation said. 

The figures have been 
released in the first annual 
report of the group which 
reports on the performance 
of Shropshire Council Land¬ 
lord Services from April 
2012 to March this year. 

Shropshire Towns and 
Rural Housing took over the 
running of about 4,200 
council homes in Oswestry 
and Bridgnorth from the 
local authority in April. 

The annual report also 
revealed that a total of 
£15,618,197 had been col¬ 
lected in rent in 2012/13 
although the level of rent 
debt had increased. 


Developers want ruling 
on plans for 50 homes

ers whether they wanted to 
wait for the outcome of a 
planning appeal on a sepa¬ 
rate application for homes 
near their site before pursu¬ 
ing their proposal. 

But the developers say 
they want their application 
decided as soon as possible. 

Applicant Michael Evans 
was at a meeting of Selattyn 
and Gobowen Parish Coun¬ 
cil during the summer to 
outline his plans for Whit¬ 
tington Road, saying the bid 
would address a shortage of 
homes in the area. 

Residents at the meeting 
voiced their opposition. 

Parish councillors decided 
to oppose the scheme 
because it was outside the 
village development bound¬ 
ary. 

Since then more than 50 
views have been lodged with 
Shropshire Council over the 
plans, with about 30 in sup¬ 
port. 

Unitary authority plan¬ 
ning officers had contacted 
the applicant’s agents, Bal- 


fours, suggesting the bid 
should be deferred until a 
planning appeal against a 
decision to turn down plans 
to build houses near The 
Tilings, off Whittington 
Road, was resolved. 

But the agents say the 
applicant wants to push 
ahead with the application. 

They stated: “We consider 
that Shropshire Council 
should support the applica¬ 
tion as sustainable develop¬ 
ment with significant 
community benefits and 
local support. 

“We do not accept that 
any of the ‘preferred allo¬ 
cated sites’ can be included 
in the council’s housing land 
supply until they have been 
tested at examination, but 
even using these contested 
sites the council are unable 
to demonstrate a five year 
supply.” 

The agents say they want 
the bid referred to the next 
available planning commit¬ 
tee.

Adventurers share plans to 
finish Shackleton expedition 


AN AUDIENCE in Oswestry has been told of 
ambitious plans by a team of British adven¬ 
turers to complete Ernest Shackleton’s unfin¬ 
ished 1914 Antarctic expedition. 

Members of the Imperial Trans-Antarctic Centenary 
Expedition are currently on the road around Britain and 
Ireland giving speaking engagements and workshops to 


schools, business leaders 
and rotary clubs. 

They have been in the 
Shropshire area for the last 
few days and one of their 
engagements saw them 
address an audience at 
Scotty’s Cafe in Oswestry. 

The audience heard from 
team leader Jo Davies, an 
Atlantic rowing world record 
holder, and team member 
Stewart Stirling, a mountain 
leader and former police 
office. 

The plans for the 1,500 
mile marathon journey were 
outlined during the talks. 

Mr Stirling said: “Next 
year is the centenary of 
Ernest Shackleton’s attempt 
to cross Antarctica. 

“His team never suc¬ 
ceeded in achieving their 
goal. A British team will 
attempt his planned route 
on skis, man-hauling their 
kit on sledges in late 2014. 

“This route has never 
been completed. 

“The Imperial Trans- 
Antarctic Centenary Expedi¬ 
tion 2014 intends to 
complete Sir Ernest Shack¬ 
leton’s ‘unfinished business’

and become the first polar 
travellers to complete his 
proposed route 100 years on. 

“The all British team, who 
have the support of David 
Cameron and Shackleton’s 
granddaughter, the Hon¬ 
ourable Alexandra Shackle- 
ton, plan to ski cross 
Antarctica from the Weddell 
Sea to the Ross Ice Shelf via 
the South Pole. 

“Although there have been 
other traverses of Antarc¬ 
tica, Shackleton’s proposed 
route has never been 
attempted.” 

The trip will hopefully not 
just finish the route followed 
by Shackleton but also allow 
the team to carry out scien¬ 
tific research, the organisers 
added. 

The adventure will also be

Area falls 
below the 
average 
for wages 

HOURLY pay for workers in 
Oswestry - and in Shrop¬ 
shire generally - lags behind 
the UK average, figures 
show. 

The figures come as calls 
were made this week for the 
area’s workers to be offered 
what is known as a “living 
wage” rather than just the 
national minimum wage. 

Although Oswestry is 
widely regarded as the town 
with the lowest wages in 
Shropshire, figures compiled 
by the Office of National 
Statistics says hourly pay in 
all areas of the county are 
lower than in Britain as a 
whole. 

Statistics compiled for last 
year by the body revealed 
the median gross hourly pay 
in the UK was £11.25 and in 
the West Midlands as a 
region it was £10.51. 

Hourly pay in all parlia¬ 
mentary constituencies in 
Shropshire and on the 
county border with Wales 
were below the UK median. 

In north Shropshire the 
median gross hourly wage 
was £10.56 while in Shrews¬ 
bury and Atcham it was 
£10.11. The figure for 
Telford was even lower at 
£10.10 while for The Wrekin 
it was £10.92. 

The Oswestry Equality 
Group is calling on employ¬ 
ers to give a living wage to 
staff rather than the 
national minimum wage, 
and is also investigating the 
use of zero hours contracts.

Legal bid taken

Wartime 
refugee's 
escape to 
England 

OCTOBER’S speaker for 
the Ellesmere Society was 
Dr Alfred Brameller, who 
told members about his jour¬ 
ney from Poland to England 
in the 1940s during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

Alfred was born in 
Krakow Poland to a Jewish 
mother and a Catholic 
father. Because he was born 
into a mixed marriage the 
Catholic church removed 
Alfred and placed him in an 
orphanage. He was then fos¬ 
tered by a Jewish couple, 
and later given to his 
mother to bring up. 

At the age of 12 war broke 
out and Alfred and his 
mother were moved to a 
refugee camp in Russia, liv¬ 
ing in wooden huts with no 
heating, and for 10 months 
of the year with average 
temperatures of -40F. 

From there Alfred man¬ 
aged to reach England via 
India, and in spite of having 
missed five years of school¬ 
ing he managed to educate 
himself from books and 
learn English. At the same 
time Alfred attended various 
technical collages in Wolver¬ 
hampton and Manchester, 
and eventually studied elec¬ 
trical engineering, becoming 
a global expert and author 
on electrical distribution 
and systems analysis. 

The society’s next meet¬ 
ing is on November 19, 
when Judge M Mander will 
give a talk entitled “A Judi¬ 
cial Pot Pourri”.

Film-makers horsing around

YOU’VE heard of the famous 
Western “Paint Your Wagon” 
but what about the little-known 
Western filmed in Shropshire 
which might have been called 
“Paint Your Horse?” 

With five cowboys and just one horse, 
the movie-making team from Shrews¬ 
bury School of Art solved the problem by 
painting the horse a different colour 
every time it had a different rider. 

One moment it would be piebald, the 
next a brown stallion. 

Well, at least that is how the story was 
told when it was reported in both the 
national and the local press. 

But for the truth of the matter, we 
turn to one of those students, Keith 
Reynolds, now 72 from Kinnerley. 

“It’s a load of old ********/’ said 
Keith, who had the part of one of those 
cowboys. “The horse was never painted.” 

The movie, which was called “The 
Brothers Cane”, or Kane, reports vary on 
the point, was filmed in Ferraniacolor on 
an 8mm camera in June and July 1961 
on location near Queen’s Head, near 
Oswestry and at Atcham. 

Keith says the playing time was about 
15 to 20 minutes and it was directed by 
Mike Jones, of Monkmoor Road, Shrews¬ 
bury and written by Dave Lee (or Lea). 
Starring among a cast of 10 were Dave 
Lee/Lea (gunman), Brian Gough (bad 
brother), Keith Reynolds (good brother), 
and Dave Rickers as the town bully. 
Teresa Reynolds appeared as an extra. 

The Shrewsbury Chronicle described it 
as a full colour epic in the classic Holly¬ 
wood manner which was filmed at a 
derelict fertiliser factory near Queen’s 
Head - Keith thinks it was at Rednal. 

“The original idea, script writer David 
Lea told The Chronicle this week, was to 
film all the horseback shots over a hedge. 
The ‘riders’ would then walk along, bob¬ 


bing up and down as though they were on 
horseback,” it reported. 

“David, son of the proprietor of the Lion 
and Pheasant, Wyle Cop, said the film would 
be serious and the plot would be typically 
Hollywood.” 

For its part, the Daily Express called it the 
craziest Western ever made in England. It 


identified the grey colt which was allegedly 
to get a fresh coat of paint in every scene as 
Starlight. 

Starlight was said to be a Hunter loaned 
by a friend of one of the students and, if the 
students were satisfied with the film, it 
would have been entered for Amateur Cine 
World’s 10 best films competition. Keith 


says: “We never entered it, for some reason. 
The director actually worked for the BBC 
and it was really well done.” And what hap¬ 
pened to the film? 

“The lad who kept the film was Brian 
Gough. He lived in Whittington but worked 
in London. His house there was burgled - 
and the film went,” said Keith. 


Ex-castle 

worker's 

medals 

donated 

WAR medals and memora¬ 
bilia belonging to a former 
worker at Chirk Castle have 
been handed over to staff by 
members of his family. 

The family of Albert 
Unwin, who worked at 
Chirk Castle for the from 
1911 to 1946, visited the cas¬ 
tle to present his collection 
of World War One medals 
and artefacts. 

Among the items being 
donated were Mr Unwin’s 
Distinguished Service Order, 
his trench helmet and his 
Cledd - a Welsh trench 
knife. 

The Cledd is a particu¬ 
larly local piece of memora¬ 
bilia, as during the First 
World War Lord Howard de 
Walden designed and sup¬ 
plied a Cledd, based on 
medieval Welsh hunting 
knives, for the Royal Welch 
Fusiliers to use in the 
trenches. 

Inscribed with “Dros Urd- 
das Cymru” - For the Hon¬ 
our of Wales - the Cledds 
were seen as a representa¬ 
tion of the hardship and sac¬ 
rifice so many young men 
endured in the trenches. 

Carolyn Latham, house 
manager at Chirk Castle, 
said: “We are honoured that 
Mr Unwin’s family are 
donating these precious 
items that so convey not just 
Albert’s story but the story 
of many local men and the 
experiences they went 
through.”

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Council is 
urged to 
increase 
local ties 

A POLICE chief has urged 
Powys County Council to 
strengthen ties with other 
public sector bodies as it 
faces a multi-million pound 
funding gap. 

Christopher Salmon, who 
is Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for Dyfed-Powys 
Police, said he believes coun¬ 
cils across Wales are facing a 
“huge” challenge but urged 
bosses to work closer with 
each other and other public 
and private sector bodies. 

Mr Salmon said that in 
his view residents’ needs 
should come first and said 
the force has also had to 
overcome large funding cuts. 

It was revealed last week 
that the county council is 
facing a £20 million funding 
gap. Mr Salmon said: “Local 
government in Wales faces a 
huge challenge but it’s cru¬ 
cial we tackle the deficit. 

“My view is that peoples’ 
needs should come first; the 
answer for local councils lies 
in working closely with each 
other, public sector bodies 
and with the private sector.”

Soak up the beauty, embrace 
autumn for a 'dew' reward 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE

I SEEM to be having a great deal of success 
in wetting myself at the moment. 

The problem is particularly apparent on dog walks and 
although it seems to have been raining for the best part of 
October, it is not in fact the rain I am referring to. 

Like most pooch proprietors, I do my first walk in the early 
morning and at this time of the year I have to be careful 
where I go. Being out early in the countryside is always a 
good thing. There is often far more to see as animals of all 
species begin to stir. And on the right days it is possible to 
see exactly where some of the tiniest creatures have been. 
Both this minute tracking phenomenon and my beleaguered 
trousers, all transpire due to dew. 

‘Droplets of water’ may not be the most exciting way to 
open a column, but it is important to know where they come 
from and why. Dew is water in the form of globules that 
appears on thin, exposed objects in the morning or evening 
owing to condensation. As the exposed surface cools by radi¬ 
ating its heat, atmospheric moisture condenses at a rate 
greater than that at which it can evaporate, resulting in the 
formation of water droplets. Done. 

And yet such a dull process can be the seed for unprece¬ 
dented beauty. Those ‘exposed objects’ are usually grass 
stems and in October, the grass species are still long enough 
to droop over the path in sufficient lengths and heights to 
cause wet trousers, whether you’ve got your wellies on or not. 
But ‘exposed objects’ can also come in the form of spider’s 
webs. 

We’ve all seen these beautiful objects with the morning sun 
glinting off the condensation and in the process, making the 
webs completely useless. But in the autumn there are a lot 
of spiders around and they’re not all concerned with building 
webs. 

Young spiders don’t tend to crawl about much in order to 
move to new lands, but instead they parachute, climbing to

a ‘high’ point (I suppose it’s all relative when you stand no 
higher than a millimetre), emitting a strand if silk and letting 
the wind do the rest. These ‘parachutes’ are then discon¬ 
nected when the spider touches the ground and hey presto, 
they become dew covered the next morning. 

Young spiders can travel a great distance using this tech¬ 
nique, even crossing seas. But an animal (actually 3 different 
animals) that doesn’t need a parachute is also winging its 
way towards us this month. Redwings, Fieldfares and 
Waxwings are all converging on the UK towards the end of 
this month. 


Although you’ll need a bit of luck to see them as they tend 
to flock en-mass and if you miss the flock, you’ve missed your 
chance, they often seem to turn up in supermarket car parks. 
Ornamental rowen trees are a favourite, especially with 
waxwings and in many cases, these beautiful Scandinavian 
migrants can be observed at close quarters. So far from 
hunching up next to the radiator or wood burner, embrace 
autumn and the oncoming winter, keep your eyes open and 
you’ll be ‘dewly’ rewarded.

Kia’s latest sportswagon is 
a genuine player in market 



IT’S NOT that long ago when you 
wouldn’t have given Kia a second 
thought when looking for an estate 
car - but that’s all changed since the 
launch of the Cee’d Sportswagon. 

For Kia now has a value-for-money 
option, with more space than you will prob¬ 
ably ever need and kit levels you would 
expect from a much more expensive rival. 

I’ve been telling friends and work colleagues 
about Kia improvements for some time now so 
it’s no surprise really to find that the Sports¬ 
wagon can compete in all the important areas 
and is a genuine player in this part of the market. 

Consumer 

Kia bosses predicted that most buyers of the 
Sportswagon would want diesel so they made 
things easy for the consumer and didn’t even 
bother with a petrol version. 

The test car was a 1,6CRDi 3 and let’s get 
straight to the important bit. You would really 
expect to pay a lot more than £21,095 for a car 
of this type, particularly remembering Kia’s 
seven year warranty. 

On the road the Sportswagon will match most 
of the opposition and is composed though 
steering at speed lacks that little something to 
encourage you to push that bit harder.

ers of its quality and the seating is comfortable 
too, with a wide range of adjustments for the dri¬ 
ver’s seat and steering wheel. 

In the back there’s ample leg and headroom 
for tall adults and the 528-litre boot grows to 
1,642 litres with the seats folded flat and that’s 
very competitive in this sector. There’s also a flat 
loading bay, so no danger of damaging the boot 
lip. 

There are five trim levels from basic 1 to 4 
Tech. All get air-con, front electric windows, cen¬ 
tral locking, an iPod-compatible CD stereo and 
Bluetooth. 


Reversing sensors are standard from Ceed 2, 
while the Ceed 3 on test came with a colour 
reversing camera integrated into the navigation 
screen. 

Safety plays a major role for the decision mak¬ 
ers today and the Cee’d won’t disappoint. 

There are twin front and side airbags, twin 
curtain airbags with roll-over sensors, ISOFIX 
child seat fittings, an engine immobiliser and 
deadlocks and speed sensing auto door lock¬ 
ing. 

Outwardly the Sportswagon is not that distinc¬ 
tive but it does have 16” alloys, chrome front 


grill, roof rails, tinted glass, front fog lights along 
with electrically adjustable and heated door mir¬ 
rors. 

The car is no slouch either with a top speed 
of 119mph, 0-60mph in 10.8seconds, combined 
fuel figures of 64.2mpg and C02 emissions of 
only 116g/km. 

Few manufactures are growing at the same 
pace as Kia at the moment and the Cee’d 
Sportswagon is an example of just why the com¬ 
pany is on the up. 

Take a look for yourself, you might be sur¬ 
prised.

The Citigo is another one of the 
genre of city cars that increas¬ 
ingly appear to dominate our 
urban landscape. 

I get why you need them - small, eco¬ 
nomical, practical and all other great words 
used by public relations departments to 
convince us that as responsible drivers we 
should consider the environment. But, most 
of the city cars I have driven have left me 
totally cold in the enjoyment department. 

Do you remember, not that long ago 
when you actually went for a drive for the 
sheer pleasure of driving? I do, and living 
in rural Shropshire with some great roads I 
was already contemplating what excuses I 
could make for not really driving the Citigo 
anywhere. 

Practical 

However, as a road tester, drive it I had 
to. The first surprise was the fact that it was 
a five-door car. 

Why surprising? Well most city cars don’t 
seem able to pull the four-door trick without 
making a massive compromise, usually in 
the looks or practicality department. Not in 
this case, it just looks well proportioned. 
And from a practical point it is easy to get 
in and out of the back without having to be 
a trained contortionist. 

Sitting on 14inch alloys, the Citigo also 


looks the part and for a change it appears 
that the wheels were not an afterthought. 

This avoids the odd feeling of the body 
being perched on top of wheels that are too 
small for the rest of the car, as so often 
found with others in the genre. 

Interior wise you get the usual standard 
of fitments that you have come to expect 
from Skoda. I liked the central speedo with 
the small rev counter - practical and funky. 

The test car was also fitted with the PID 


(Portable Infotainment Device), suspended 
on its own bracket off the top of the dash 
which has sat nav, media player and a great 
trip computer that reminds me of the old 
terratrip units fitted to rally cars many years 
ago. The seats are comfortable and even 
though they had similar adjustment to the 
Rapid, I didn’t suffer with any discomfort 
and they supported my body effectively. 

So to the driving experience. The 1 litre 
engine is a three cylinder affair that kicks 


out around 75 bhp and accelerates the car 
from 0-60 in a shade more than 13 sec¬ 
onds. 

While this doesn’t sound particularly 
impressive, the way the engine revs cou¬ 
pled with the excellent five-speed gearbox 
means that you can get a move on with rel¬ 
ative ease. Although the engine does need 
to be revved to get the best out of it, this 
has the added bonus of providing you with 
a three cylinder soundtrack which I loved.
